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REMARKS 


1, The VYSKOV (P 50/N 71) airfield (see Annex) had been used 
as an emergency airfield during World Var II and was improved in 
1948 and early 1949. About 15 Trainers were parked in the 
two hangars on the western edge of the field. Plight training 
was done during the day and night. Twenty to thirty fighters 
and three-engine aircraft were permanently parked in the 
eastern section of the field, 


2, Two hundred and fifty to three hundred Czech Air Force 
soldiers were quartered in the barracks buildings of the 
field, The unit was presumably part of the personnel of the 
PROSTLJOV (P 50/N 735 nilitary airfield. Thirty air police- 
men were also stationed there. There were no conerete run- 
wags.
